INDIA. 

Reports from Calcutta — Transactions of Service — Cholera, plague, 
and smallpox — Plague in India, and Bengal. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, January 2 : 

Week ended December 21. No transactions. 

During the week ended December 28 bill of health was issued to 
the steamship Lichtenfels, bound for Boston and New York with a 
total crew of 63. The usual precautions were taken, the holds fumi- 
gated, rat guards on wharf lines, and the lascars' effects disinfected. 

During the week ended December 14 there were 116 deaths from 
cholera, 27 from plague, and 6 from smallpox in Calcutta. In Ben- 
gal during the week ended December 14 there were 269 cases of 
plague with 203 deaths. In India during the same period there were 
4,091 cases of plague with 3,133 deaths.
